ANNUAL  MEETING,  13th  March,  1967 

•pHE  ANNUAL  MEETING  was  held  in  St.  George’s  Hall  on  Monday, 

13th  March,  1967,  at  4 p.m.  The  Chairman  was  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice 
Kannemeyer,  who  welcomed  about  70  subscribers  and  friends. 

He  thanked  the  Librarian  and  Staff  for  their  work  during  the  past  year, 
which  had  been  a particularly  busy  one.  The  Librarian  then  read  her  Report. 

This  was  followed  by  the  Hon.  Treasurer’s  Report,  read  by  the  Chairman, 
in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Mr.  B.  Godlonton.  This  Report  was  adopted, 
together  with  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Statement  of  Accounts  (which  had  been 
circulated).  The  Chairman  thanked  Mr.  Godlonton,  Mr.  Murie  and  their  staff 
for  dealing  so  ably  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Library. 

In  introducing  the  Guest  Speaker,  Mr.  R.  Kirby,  President  of  the  Rotary 
Club  of  Grahamstown,  Judge  Kannemeyer  said  that  ever  since  1950  the 
Rotarians  and  Rotary  Anns  of  Grahamstown  had  helped  the  Library.  Between 
1961  and  1966  they  had  interested  Rotarians  throughout  South  Africa  and 
thanks  to  their  exertions  over  R12,000  had  been  contributed  to  the  Tape 
Library. 

Mr.  Kirby  congratulated  the  Library  Council  on  the  erection  of  the  Josie 
Wood  Memorial  Wing,  and  on  its  work  of  supplying  blind  people  with  litera- 
ture, which  enriched  the  lives  of  so  many.  He  quoted  cases  of  blind  people 
suffering  from  loneliness  and  misunderstanding  and  went  on  to  describe  how 
many  others  are  now  finding  their  places  in  the  work-a-day  world;  learning 
to  operate  power  tools,  qualifying  in  the  professions  and  competing  success- 
fully with  sighted  students  in  many  fields.  He  hoped  that  the  necessary  funds 
would  be  forthcoming  for  the  Library  to  continue  to  build  up  its  stock  of 
books  to  meet  the  ever-widening  demand. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Conway  (Vice-Chairman)  thanked  Mr.  Kirby  for  his  very 
interesting  address  and  said  that  it  gave  the  Library  Council  great  pride  and 
satisfaction  to  have  the  support  of  Rotary.

THE  LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT,  1966 


THE  JOSIE  WOOD  WING 

The  addition  of  the  Josie  Wood  Wing  has  greatly  relieved  the  congestion 
in  the  Library.  This  Wing,  built  in  honour  of  our  Founder,  houses  all  the 
English  Braille  fiction  and  provides  space  for  the  daily  receipt  and  despatch 
of  the  Braille  and  Moon  books.  It  also  contains  a cloakroom  and  store-room. 
The  space  released  by  moving  the  Braille  books  is  being  used  for  the  Tape 
Library. 

The  Wing  was  officially  opened  on  11th  November  by  the  Vice-Chancellor 
of  Rhodes  University,  Dr.  J.  M.  Hyslop,  in  the  presence  of  140  friends  from 
all  parts  of  South  Africa.  The  Chairman  (The  Hon.  Acting  Justice  Kanne- 
meyer)  expressed  the  Library  Council’s  deep  appreciation  of  the  generous 
help  received  from  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  and  many  other 
friends  in  raising  R7,160  of  the  R9,160  spent  on  the  building. 

MEMORIAL  PLAQUE  FROM  THE  S.A.  BLIND  WORKERS’ 
ORGANISATION 

The  members  of  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organisation  felt  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  plaque  in  the  Josie  Wood  Wing,  there  should  be  a memorial  to 
Miss  Wood  in  the  original  library  building.  They  have  kindly  given  a 
beautiful  bronze  plaque,  which  reads: 

“This  plaque  commemorates  the  devoted  services  of 
MISS  JOSEPHINE  ETHEL  WOOD  to  the  Blind  of  South 
Africa.  Presented  by  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organisation, 
1966.’’ 

It  was  unveiled  on  31st  October  by  Mrs.  Monica  Kruger  after  speeches 
delivered  by  Mr.  C.  Venter  (Vice-President)  and  Mr.  E.  J.  J.  Kruger  (Hon. 
General  Secretary)  of  the  Organisation. 

PATRONS 

The  tragic  death  of  Dr.  H.  F.  Verwoerd  deprived  us  of  one  of  our 
patrons.  We  are  grateful  to  him  for  his  interest  in  the  Library  and  to  Mr. 
J.  B.  Vorster  for  kindly  becoming  a Patron.  Thus,  the  patronage  of  the 
Prime  Minister,  first  enjoyed  under  General  Hertzog,  is  being  maintained. 

We  suffered  the  loss  of  two  other  Patrons:  Mr.  M.  G.  Godlonton,  the 
first  Chairman  of  the  Library  Council,  whose  sound  advice  and  personal 
interest  helped  to  set  the  Library  on  a firm  footing,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice 
O’Hagan.  We  are  glad  that  three  other  judges— the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Eksteen, 

the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Kotze  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Addleson have 

agreed  to  become  Patrons. 


COUNCIL 

We  have  to  report  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  two  members  of  the 
Council.  Mrs.  Mildred  Marks,  the  representative  of  the  S.A.  National  Council 
for  the  Blind,  had  many  years’  experience  of  work  among  the  blind  in  Port 
Elizabeth  and  on  a national  level  and  her  wise  counsel  was  a great  help.  Miss 
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Martha  Emsiie,  who  had  served  on  the  Council  since  1953,  had  had  practical 
experience  of  work  in  the  Library  and  her  advice  was  most  valuable. 

The  two  new  members  are  Mrs.  F.  Beamish,  of  East  London  (represent- 
ing the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind)  and  Mr.  F.  Hartwell,  repre- 
senting the  Methodist  Church  in  Grahamstown.  We  welcome  them  both  and 
hope  that  they  will  enjoy  many  years  of  service. 

I am  grateful  to  all  members  of  the  Council  and  especially  to  the 
Chairman  and  Hon.  Treasurer  for  their  willingness  to  help  at  all  times. 

STAFF 

We  were  sorry  to  say  goodbye  to  Mrs.  Rademan  when  she  left  in  July 
to  do  mission  work.  For  61  years  she  had  worked  hard  and  enthusiastically 
for  our  readers  and  she  is  greatly  missed.  We  welcomed  Mrs.  Engela  in  her 
place  and  she  has  settled  into  the  work  very  quickly. 

Mrs.  Laurie  (Assistant  Secretary)  and  other  members  of  the  Braille 
Department  have  had  a very  busy  time  moving  into  their  new  quarters  and  I 
am  most  grateful  to  them  for  their  cherful  acceptance  of  inconveniences 
during  building  operations  and  for  all  the  extra  work  they  have  done  in  order 
to  get  the  Department  re-settled.  The  staff  in  the  Tape  Department  were  also 
involved  in  a move  and  they  have  kept  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  their 
Department  most  admirably.  Mrs.  Lombard  has  dealt  so  well  with  the  Disc 
Department  that  her  readers  are  reluctant  to  change  over  to  tape,  as  they 
are  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  disc  books.  Miss  Ford  has  been  kept  busy  with 
bookkeeping,  tape-copying  and  in  many  other  ways,  but  she  always  finds  time 
to  give  help  where  it  is  most  needed. 

VISITORS 

Among  our  visitors  this  year  we  welcomed  Dr.  Op  ’t  Hof,  Secretary  for 
Education,  Arts  and  Science;  Mr.  J.  Pritchard,  District  Governor  of  Rotary 
International;  Mr.  Theo  Pauw,  Chairman  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for 
the  Blind,  and  representatives  of  its  many  affiliated  societies.  Other  visitors 
came  from  as  far  afield  as  Ghana,  Zambia,  the  United  Kingdom,  Canada 
and  the  United  States  of  America.

S.A.  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

The  Library  Council  is  very  grateful  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  to 
the  Director  and  Staff  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  for  their 
interest  in  the  Library  and  their  heln  in  a yariety  of  ways.  The  co-ooeration 
of  other  Societies  affiliated  to  the  National  Council  is  also  appreciated. 

Two  reoresentatiyes  of  the  Library  (Mr.  A.  McKellar  White  and  Miss 
M.  Snurling)  attended  the  Biennial  Conference  of  the  National  Council  in 
Cape  Town  in  October  and  both  were  appointed  to  the  Executiye  Committee. 

BRAH.LE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 

In  spite  of  haying  to  move  almost  the  entire  stock  of  Braille  and  Moon 
dining  the  year,  the  circulation  of  books  to  readers  was  neyer  once  interrupted. 
J20  readers  were  supplied  with  Braille  books  and  35  with  Moon  books.  This 
involv'>d  sendine  nut  11,800  yolumes  of  Braille  and  1,140  yolumes  of  Moon, 
toge'h“r  with  3,860  magazines  of  both  kinds. 

The  smck  of  Braide  has  reached  19,000  yolumes  (about  6,000  titles), 
plus  oyer  800  yolumes  of  Music,  There  are  3,300  yolumes  of  Moon  type. 

We  are  grateful  to  Braille  Seryices  for  producing  most  of  our  Afrikaans 
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books  and  several  in  Bantu  languages  and  also  for  binding  our  hand-tran- 
scribed English  books,  all  at  a very  low  cost. 

1 am  glad  to  report  that  the  position  as  regards  Braille  transcribers  has 
considerably  improved  this  year.  Five  candidates  passed  the  written  examina- 
tion of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blinds’  Braille  Examinatio/i  Board 
and  are  doing  the  practical  work  to  qualify  for  their  certificates,  while  fourteen 
others  are  preparing  for  the  examination.  We  thank  Mrs.  R.  Gee  and  Miss 
B.  Craig  for  their  patient  work  in  preparing  them.  We  are  indeed  distressed 
to  hear  that  Miss  Craig  will  be  going  to  settle  in  England  next  year.  We  shall 
miss  her  very  much  and  cannot  thank  her  adequately  for  all  that  she  has 
done  for  us  over  many  years. 

We  welcome  Mrs.  F.  Brandt,  Mrs.  Heywood  and  Mr.  N.  Kirby  as  new 
transcribers  and  we  are  very  thankful  that  Miss  E.  Canning  is  able  to  work 
again.  Unfortunately,  Mrs.  E.  Lofting  has  had  to  give  up.  Miss  A.  Newby 
transcribes  examination  papers  for  our  students  and  she  and  the  Hon.  O.  H. 
Hoexter  transcribe  their  notes — an  exacting  task.  Mrs.  U.  Bruce  continues  to 
do  our  proof-reading.

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENTS 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  tape  cassette  books  have  been  available  for 
nearly  five  years,  there  are  still  73  readers  who  prefer  to  continue  getting  disc 
books  and  24  others  who  read  both  kinds.  Over  43,000  records  (about  3,000 
books)  were  circulated.  There  is  still  a stock  of  over  1,700  books,  but  many 
of  these  are  no  longer  in  good  condition. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  readers  were  supplied  with  tape  books  during 
the  year  and  221  of  them  were  reading  on  31st  December.  They  had  a choice 
of  500  titles  recorded  in  nearly  1,400  cassettes.  The  circulation  reached  9,700 
titles  in  7,300  cassettes  (an  increase  of  2,700  titles  over  1965). 

Seventy-eight  tape  readers  joined  this  year  and,  if  the  demand  continues 
at  this  rate,  it  will  be  necessary  to  spend  a large  sum  of  money  on  tape  equip- 
ment, especially  as  those  getting  disc  books  will  have  to  change  to  tape  books 
before  very  long  when  the  discs  wear  out. 
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We  are  grateful  to  the  Director  and  Staff  of  the  British  Talking  Book 
Service  for  the  Blind  for  their  co-operation  in  supplying  equipment. 

GENERAL 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  and  the  limited  production  of  books  for  the  blind, 
we  are  not  able  to  offer  our  readers  as  wide  a range  of  choice  as  we  could 
wish.  It  was  therefore  heartening  to  receive  this  comment  from  one  reader: 
“With  all  the  tens  of  thousands  of  volumes  to  choose  from  (in  the  State 
Library,  Pretoria)  I’d  not  find  more  absorbing  or  entertaining  reading  than 
the  books  which  you’ve  sent  me  for  so  long  now.” 

With  the  help  of  our  subscribers  and  friends,  we  shall  continue  to  build 
up  our  stock,  so  that  we  may  provide  books  for  recreation  and  study  for  all 
who  need  them. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  TREASURER,  1966 

In  presenting,  for  adoption  by  this  meeting,  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure 
Account  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966,  and  Balance  Sheet  at  that 
date,  there  are  certain  aspects  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

The  Josie  Wood  Memorial  Wing  was  completed  during  the  year  at  a 
total  cost  of  R9, 166.02.  Although  your  response  to  our  appeal  for  funds  to 
finance  this  extension  was  very  gratifying  indeed,  the  total  amount  received, 
viz.,  R7, 158.52,  was  R2,007.50  less  than  the  cost.  This  deficit  was  met  from 
the  general  funds  of  the  Library.  In  addition,  from  this  latter  source,  we  met 
the  cost  of  the  requisite  shelving,  viz.  Rl,232.60. 

R6,442.75  was  spent  during  the  year  on  the  purchase  of  books  and 
sundry  equipment. 

Donations,  Subscriptions  and  Collections  at  R9, 932.75  showed  a slight 
increase  over  last  year.  Bequests  totalling  R6,632.51  similarly  showed  an 
increase  over  last  year.  These  bequests  are  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
Library  as  they  invariably  come  to  us  from  the  Estates  of  Donors  and  Sub- 
seribers  who  loyally  contributed  during  their  life-times  to  the  funds  of  the 
Library. 

Our  overall  Cash  Expenditure  shows  an  inerease  of  only  R120  over  1965. 
This  is  quite  remarkable  since  Salaries  and  Wages,  and  the  Library’s  contri- 
bution to  the  Staff  Gratuity  Fund,  reflected  an  increase  of  R765 — due  mainly 
to  the  employment  of  additional  staff.  TTiese  figures  do  serve  to  demonstrate 
that  every  eent  given  to  the  Library  is  utilised  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  Messrs.  A.  R.  Whiteley 
and  Co.  for  having  performed  the  audit  in  an  honorary  capacity.

Ons  heet  hulle  albei  welkom 
en  hoop  dat  hulle  baie  jare  van  diens  sal  geniet.

Voorsitter  en  die  Ere-Tesourier  vir  hulle  bereidwilligheid  om  ten  alle  tye 
behulpsaam  te  wees.

Die  voorraad  van  Braille  beloop  nou  19,000  boekdele  (omtrent  6,000 
boeke),  plus  800  musiek-bockdele.  Daar  is  3,300  Moon  boekdele. 

Ons  is  aan  Braillcdicnste  dank  verskuldig  vir  die  vervaardiging  van  die 
meeste  van  ons  Afrikaanse  boeke  en  van  etiike  in  Bantoe-tale  en  ook  vir 
die  inbind  van  ons  met  die  hand  oorgeskrewe  boeke,  en  dit  alles  teen  ’n 
baic  lae  prys. 

Dit  verheug  my  om  te  kan  meld  dat  die  toestand,  w'at  Braille  oorskrywers 
betref,  vanjaar  aanmerklik  verbeter  bet.  Vyf  kandidate  bet  in  die  skriftelike 
eksamen  van  die  Braille  eksamenraad  van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes 
geslaag  en  doen  nou  prakticse  werk  om  hul  sertifikate  te  behaal,  terwyl 
veertien  ander  hulle  vir  die  eksamen  voorberei.  Ons  betuig  aan  mev.  R.  Gee 
en  mej.  B.  Craig  ons  dank  vir  die  geduld  waarmee  hulle  die  kandikate  oplei. 
Ons  voel  werklik  bekommerd  om  te  verneem  dat  mej.  Craig  haar  volgende 
jaar  in  Engeland  metterwoon  gaan  vestig.  Dit  sal  vir  ons  ’n  groot  verlies  wees 
en  ons  kan  haar  nie  genoegsaam  bedank  nie  vir  alles  wat  sy  in  die  loop  van 
bale  jure  vir  ons  gedoen  bet. 

As  nuwe  oorskrywers  beet  ons  mev.  b".  Brandt,  mev.  Heywood  cn  mnr. 
N.  Kirby  welkom  en  ons  is  baie  dankbaar  dat  mej.  E.  Canning  weer  in  staat 
is  om  te  werk.  Ongelukkig  moes  mev.  E.  Lofting  die  werk  laat  vaar.  Vir 
ons  studente  word  vraestelle  deur  mej.  A.  Newby  en  aantekenings  deur  haar 
cn  Sy  Edele  O.  H.  Hoexeter  oorgeskryf — ’n  vceleisende  taak.  Mev.  U.  Bruce 
gaan  nog  steeds  voort  met  ons  proeflees.

SPRAAKBOEK  AFDELINGS 

Nieteenstaande  die  feit  dat  kasset  bandboeke  vir  byna  vyf  jaar  beskikbaar 
is,  is  daar  nog  73  lesers  wat  plaatboeke  verkies  en  24  ander  wat  albei  soorte 
lees.  Meer  as  43,000  plate  (omtrent  3,000  boeke)  is  in  omloop  gebring.  Daar 
is  nog  ’n  voorraad  van  meer  as  1,700  boeke,  maar  die  toestand  van  baie 
daarvan  is  nie  meer  van  die  beste  nic. 

259  lesers  is  gedurende  die  jaar  van  bandboeke  voorsien  en  221  van 
hulle  was  op  31  Desember  besig  om  te  lees.  Hulle  kon  tussen  500  opskrifte 
kies  wat  in  byna  1,400  kas.sette  opgeneem  is.  9,700  opskrifte  in  7,300 
kassette,  is  in  omloop  gebring  (2,700  opskrifte  meer  as  in  1965). 
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78  bancilesers  het  vanjaar  aangesluit  en,  indien  die  aanvraag  aldus 
voortgaan,  sal  dit  nodig  word  om  ’n  grool  bedrag  aan  bandloerusting  le  bcslee, 
vernaamlik  omdat  die  gebruikers  van  plaatboeke  hulle  binnekort  vir  band- 
boeke  sal  moei  omruil  wannecr  die  plate  afslyt. 

Ons  is  aan  die  direkteur  en  personeel  van  die  British  Talking  Book  Ser- 
vice for  the  Blind  dank  verskuldig  vir  hulle  samewerking  met  die  verskalling 
van  toerusting. 

ALGEMEEN 

Te  wyte  aan  die  groot  onkoste  en  die  beperkte  vervaardiging  van  boeke 
vir  blindes,  is  ons  nie  in  staat  nie  om  aan  ons  lesers  ’n  keuse  aan  te  bied  so 
ruim  as  wat  ons  graag  sou  wil  doen.  Dit  is  derhalwe  bemoedigend  om  die 
volgende  van  een  ons  lesers  te  verneem;  „Ten  spyte  van  al  die  tienduisende 
boeke  (in  die  Slaatsbiblioteek,  Pretoria)  waaruit  mens  kan  kies,  sou  ek  daar 
geen  leesstof  vind  nie  wat  boeiender  of  vermaakliker  is  as  die  boeke  wat  u 
my  al  vir  so  'n  lang  tyd  gestuur  het.” 

Met  die  hulp  van  ons  intekenaars  en  vriende  sal  ons  voortgaan  met  die 
opbou  van  ons  voorraad,  sodat  ons  vir  almal  wat  dit  behoef  boeke  vir 
ontspanning  en  studie  kan  verskaf. 


JAARVERSLAG  VAN  DIE  ERE-TESOURIER,  1966 

Daar  is  sekere  punte  wat  ek  graag  wil  noem  met  die  voorle,  vir  aanname 
deur  hierdie  vergadering,  van  die  rekening  van  inkomste  en  uitgawes  vir  die 
jaar  op  31  Desember  be-eindig,  asook  die  balansstaat  op  daardie  datum. 

Die  koste  van  die  Josie  Wood-Gedenkvleuel,  wat  gedurende  die  jaar 
voltooi  is,  het  op  R9, 166.02  te  staan  gekom.  Alhoewel  u antwoord  op  ons 
beroep  vir  geld  om  hierdie  aanbou  te  betaal  baie  bevredigend  was,  het  die 
bedrag  in  ontvangs  geneem  met  R2,007.50  tekort  geskiet.  Hierdie  tekort  is 
aangesuiwer  uit  die  algemene  fondse  van  die  Biblioteek.  Uit  dieselfde  bron  is 
ook  die  benodigde  rakke  betaal. 

Gedurende  die  jaar  is  R6,442.75  bestee  aan  die  aankoop  van  boeke  en 
allerhande  toerusting. 

Die  bedrag  ontvang  by  wyse  van  donasies,  inlekengelde  en  insamelings 
het  R9,932.75  beloop,  effens  meer  as  laaste  jaar.  Bemakings  van  altesame 
R6,632.51  was  ook  meer  as  die  van  laaste  jaar.  Hierdie  bemakings  is  vir 
die  Biblioteek  van  die  grootsle  belang  omdat  hulle  sonder  uitsondering 
afkomstig  is  van  die  boedels  van  donateurs  en  intekenaars  wat  gedurende  hul 
leeftyd  getrou  tot  die  fondse  van  die  Biblioteek  bygedra  het. 

Ons  algehele  kontantuitgawes  was  maar  net  R120  meer  as  in  1965.  Dit 
is  werklik  merkwaardig,  want  salarisse  en  lone  en  die  Biblioteek  se  bydrae  tot 
die  personeelgratifikasiefonds  toon  ’n  verhooging  van  R765 — hoofsaaklik 
te  wyte  aan  die  indiensneming  van  bykomende  personeel.  Hierdie  syfers 
lewer  die  bewys  dat  elke  sent  wat  aan  die  Biblioteek  geskenk  word  op  die 
voordeligste  wyse  aangewend  word. 

Ten  slotte  betuig  ek  graag  ons  dank  aan  mnre.  A.  R.  Whiteley  en  Kie. 
vir  hul  optrede  as  ons  ere-ouditeure.
